Emboidened 
victory Cave had theaudacity to replevin a 
faro layout captured in a later raid 
and to admit in the prosecution of the 
suit befo Justice Spaulding that the 
layout had been used for gambling purposes, 
in the face of the fact that the gambling law 
of Missouri classes the offense as a felony. 
He won that case also, as is known, and is now 
on trial under the felony clause of the Jobn- 
son law, withthe direct and conclusive evi- 
dence of a man who played in the faro game 
confronting him. 

CANNOT BB CONVICTED. 

Caveand his associates are confident that 
the patriarch cannot be convicted of the crime 
with which he stands charged, and assert 
that Lou cannot finda jury in the State of 
Missouri to send a man to the penitentiary for 
gambiing.’’

THE ALTON GOES OUT. 


The Ranks of the Interstate Railway Asso- 
ciation Broken by a Withdrawal. 


As has been anticipated for several weeks, 
the Chicago & Alton Railway Co. has given 
the thirty days’ notice required in such cases 
of its withdrawal from the Interstate Railway 
The general officials here have 
not as yet received official notice of the with- 
drawal, but they have been expecting this 
action to be taken for sometime. The Inter- 


state Association is better known as the Pres!i- 
dents’ Agreement, organized recently. It was 
expected that it would settle all general rail- 
road problems and would prevent any 
and allcutting. It placed everything on the 
honor of the presidents, a — ag among 
gentlemen, and made it impossible for freight 
managers or agents to do any sharp work in 
dodging tariffs. That it has not been success- 
fulis evidenced by the Chicago & Alton’s ac- 
tion. The Alton officials claim they have not 
been treated as they should, and particulariy 
charge the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul with 
some sharp practice. They say they do 
not intend to demoralize the _ railroad 
business, and do not expect to take 
any aggressive action unless compelled 
to, but they do intend to be in po- 
sition to protect themselves and conduct 
their own business without being hedged 
around by such an association, and compelled 
to submit to delay after delay. One point in 
this connection is cited lu their desire to make 
a change in tbe lumber rate. The matter was 
referred to a committee, went to asecond one, 
and has been ln that way twisted around for 
several weeks until nov thecompany is just 
where it started. The representatives of other 
railroads affect a belief that the Alton can 
be induced to reconsider its withdrawal, 
but by others who speak of the situation 
asitreaily issay they do not think there is 
any possibility of that, as Mr. T. B. Black- 
stone, the President of the Alton, is a live 
business man, very conservative, and a large 
stockholder in the company. He proposes in 
any event to take care of the company’s 
own individual bust 
and while conforming to the law to 
— protect his company and secure the 
busines due the road by reason of its position. 
It is also said to be Wey probable that the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacifie and the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy will follow the 
Alton out of the association, or, if they re- 
main in, ask for permission to meet any rates 
made by the Alton.

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THE CABLE IS DOOMED. 


THE BROADWAY STREET RAILWAY TO BE 
EQUIPPED WITH ITS ELECTRIC MOTOR.

Mr. Christian Peper Defines at Length the 
Condition of Affairs and the Results of 
Experiments Made—President Holmes 
Also a Convert to the Overhead- Wire 
System—The Other Roads, 


ORSE POWER as a 
means of moving 
street cars has been 
doomed for years,

be a thing of the past 
so far, at least, as 
the construction of 
new lines is con- 
cerned. It is stated 
in street railway cir- 
cles that the last 
cable that will ever 
be used in St. Louis has been laid. When the 
Chicago syndicate purchased the control of 
the St. Louis or Broadway line and Mr. C. B. 
Holmes, the head of the syndicate and the 
President of the National Railway, succeeded 
Mr. Christian Peper in the presidency 
the St. Louis company, it was 
believed that the seven and a half miles of 
the Broadway line would be cabled as soon as 
The same theory has been held as 
tothe Cass Avenue, Northern Central and 
Union lines, which came into possession of 
Mr. Holmes and associates inthe Walsh pur- 
Street rall way circles have been par- 
ticularly confident that the Cass Avenue line 
would be cabled immediately. All these 
theories have been based on the simple fact 
that Mr. Holmes has been the 
STRONGEST CABLE MAN 

in the country, and that he has taken steps to 
at once cable every line he has ever pur- 
chased. He has been particularly active in 
this respect, andin discussing the future of 
street railways, has always held the cablé to 
be the only motor that would give satisfac- 
tion. His purchase of the Broadway line with 
Its three miles of experimental electric road, 
seems, however, to have just about converted 
him, as it was stated on excellent authority 
this morning, that the St. Louis has decided 
to extend its overhead wire system every foot 
of the track covered by the permission given 
by the Municipal Assembly in the ordinance 
authorizing the 8t.

and we are perfectly satisfied that the over- 
head wire system, such as we have been 
Se with, is the coming one. 
We have no doubt of it, whatever, but still 
we have not let any contracts for the work 
yet, and will not come toa final conclusion 
until we determine several things. Of course, 
though this practically means that we will 
use the overhead wire. We would have had 
a change Of system long ago had it not been 
for the attempts being made to perfect elec- 
tric systems. We have simply waited because

The English Syndicate Negotiating for the 
Boston Breweries. 


BostTow, Mass., June 17.—Itis learned that 
the New York broker, Untermyer, acting as 
the authorized agent of the English syndl- 
cate, was in Boston recently and made a prop- 
osition to all the great Roxbury brewers, 
which if accepted will give the 
Englishinen possession. The brewerles

The 
next day Woodruff met Mike McDougal and 
Detective Coughlan. McDougal was going 


under the nam of Williams. Woodruff was 


told to apply to Alexander Sullivan for work. 
He went to Sullivan’s office and received very 
chilly treatment. McDougal, alias Williams, 
invited Woodruff to stop with him, and took 
him to a room at No. 117 Clark street, which 
overlooked Dr. Cronin’s office. About April 
20 McDougal said he had another house in the 
county besides his Clark street rooms. 
Woodruff asked him bow he was making a 
living, and McDougal said he was in a scheme 
that was giving him all he needed.

Burke Retains Counsel. 


WINNIPEG, Man., June 17.—burke, alias 
Delaney, arrested yesterday, has retained 
counsel and has determined not 
to voluntarily return to the 
United States. He denies all 


knowledge of or oomplicity in the Cronin 
matter and asserts that he was merely making 
a trip to Ireland via Winnipeg. He re- 
fuses to say anything further or to see 
any person other than hie counsel. The po- 
lice are inatructed by the Chicago authorities 
to hold him by all means, as he is a principal. 


Not Identified. 


NEW YORK, June 17.—The three men who 
came in from Chicago for the purpose of 
identifying Maroney and MeDonald as prin- 
cipals or accomplices in the murder of Dr. 


Cronin visited the Toinbs this morning with 
authority to see the prisoners. The suspects 
were placed in line with a score of other pris- 
oners. Wm. H. Hatfleld, who soid the fur- 
niture afterwards found in the cottuge where 
Cronin was murdered, was the first to pass 
along the line, but he failed to identify either 
ofthe men. He was followed by Martinsen, 
the expressman; E. G. Throckmorton and 
Deputy Sheriff Williams, all of whom failed to 
identify the suspects. Maroney and McDon- 
ald were then taken back to their cells and 
the Chicagoans leftthe prison. 

Detective Von Gerichten, who entertained 
the Chicago detectives yesterday at Coney 
Island, said to a reporter to-day: ‘‘I expect 
the Chicago detectives will go home to-day. 
As they failed to identify Maroney this morn 
ing we have no further use for them. 

udge Andrews this morning, in the Bu- 
preme Court, discharged Maroney and Me- 
Donald, on the ground that there was no evi- 
dence on which to hold them. 
Judge Andrews, after reviewing the arrest 
and proceedings, — * that the only question 
before him was whether the prisoners were 
lawfully detained. If there had been any 
competent evidence before the police magis- 
trates that Patrick Cronin was murdered 
in Chicago and which furnished reason- 
able grounds to believe or from 
which it appeared probable that Maroney or 
McDonald committed that crime, Judge An- 
drews said it would not be proper for him to 
review the decision, evenif the court took a 
different view from what he didof the weight 
of such evidence. The difficulty is 
that although it is 4 matter of 
general newspaper notoriety that Cronin 
was recently murdered in Chicago, it appears 
thatno competent legal evidence whatever 
was produced before the magistrate, either of 
the fact of the murder or that Maroney or Mc- 
Donald committed the crime. Even ifthis 
telegram were to be regarded as some sort of 
hearsay evidence, the telegram received is 
nothing but a request that Maroney 
and McDonald should be arrested. It does 
not state, or assume to state, that Cronin has 
been murdered, or that eitner, Maroney or 
McDonald had anything to do with the mur- 
der. Detective Von Gerichten in his affidavit 
does not say that Dr. Cronin has been 
murdered, but merely that Maroney and 
McDonald stand charged in Chicago with his 
murder, and that he is informed and Believes 
that Maroney and McDonald are guilty of the 
crime. Judge Andrews further says: It is 
too clear for argument thyt there was no 
competent legal evidence whatever produced 
before the magistrate upon which, under the 
rovisions of — 1 code, a warrant could 

e lawfully issued forthe arrest of Maroney 
and McDonald, or upon which they could be 
lawfully committed to the city prison. 

He therefore discharged the prisoners.

EFFECTING A BREORGANIZATION. 


A New Syndicate Composed Partly of Old 
Interests Paying 6380 Per Share for the 
Stock to Secure the Property and Erect 
on the Site a Magnificent Hotel and Bus- 
iness Structure. 


One of the most important transactions that 
has been made in St. Louis for years is now 
being consummated. It consists in the sale 
of the Planters’ House property, on Fourth 
between Pine and Chestnut streets, to 
syndicate which intends to de- 
molish the old building as soen 
as Mr. Joseph Girardi’s lease expires, and 
erect in its piace a magnificent structure of 
considerable height. The Girardi lease has 
eighteen months to run yet, and it may be 
that the syndicate will arrange with him to 
surrender it. The sale is being made on an 
option of $350 per sbare for the stock of the 
company which owns the property. The stock is 
held in comparatively few hands, and has 
been in very strong demand for some time. 
The present building is an old one, having 
been erected during the years from 1837 to 
1841, being completed in the latter year and 
opened in March of that year. It is 
not now such a structure as is de- 
sired for the purpose to which it is 
used, and the object of the syndicate 


purchasing it is to utilize the ground to better 
advantage, and to erect a hotel that will rank 
with any in the West. The lower floor par- 
ticularly will be

with a handsome rotunda and large store- 
rooms. The present basement or first 
floor is cut up so that it is of but 
little use for business purposes, while the lo- 
cation is one which should befully utilized 
for commercial purposes. In a modern build- 
ing a rotunda as large as the one in the 
a structure, and more attractive, could 

e provided, and at the same time rooms could 
be made on either side of the entrance which 
would command high rents. The movement 
isone which will very encouraging to 
property owners on Fourth street, asthe 
building to replace thejold one will be of'a class 
to compare with the Laclede, on the square 
north, and with the Meyer building,to be 
erected on the old Richardson drug 
company’s site.

HISTORY OF THE BUILDING. 

The Planters’ House is one of the oldest and 
most famous on the Mississippi River, and its 
history is one full of interest, particularly 
that part covering a period of fifteen years 
before the war. The idea of building a large 
hotel was originated in 1836, when a meeting 
was called to consider the matter, Judye 
J. B. C. Lucas presiding and Bernard Pratte 
acting as Secretary. A committee was ap- 
pointed to select a site and prepare plans, and 
a week later the enterprise was fully on its 
feet. The first board of directors was elected 
December 6, 1836, as follows: Alex. K. Simp- 
son, D. D. Page, D. Lamont, J. C. Laveille, 
E. Tracy, J. Chariess and G. W. Call. The 
capital was fixed at $100,000 and the ground 
purchased from Judge Lucas. Ground was 
broken in March, 1837, and the hotel formally 
opened in the same month, 1841. 
The title to the property followed 
with the charter received from the Legisla- 
ture, thus fixing the name so that later, 
when it was desired to change the name to the 
Lucas H use, in honor of Judge Lucas, it 
could not be done. The house was opened by 
Stickney & MckKnignt, as lessees, and was 
elegantly furnished, part of the furniture and 
the tableware being manufactured expressly 
for them in England. Mr. Stickney subse- 
quently purchased the McKnight interest in 
the lease and later associated Leonard 
Scally in the management. Mr. Scally died 
in 1860, and Mr. Stickney retained the house 
until 1864, when he retired. He was succeeded 
by J. Fogg & Co., who were succeeded b 
the present lessee. After Mr. Gerardi 
took the house, it was remodelled 
throgghout. Another story was added, the 
present eatrance on Fourth street was con- 
structed and the rotunda and office entirely 
rebuilt. Previously guests climbed an ugly 
staircase on Fourth street and found the office 
at the head of it. Mr. Girardi did away with 
all this and had the building made modern as 
far as possible. 

The hotel is known all over the — 2 
Dickens stopped there and made it famous in 
one of bis books. President Johnson stopped 
there and delivered one of the 
speeches on which his impeachment was 
based from the Dbaicony in front. It 
was the resort during and after the war of all 
the wealthy men of the South and was the 
scene of many a historical gathering. During 
the long years of its history it has been the 
‘scene of several fires, and in oneor twoof 
which there was considerable loss of life.

ELECTRIC DENTISTRY. 


A Reported Discovery That Will Be a Boon 
to Suffering Humanity. 


From the American Analyst. 

Boston people nowadays have thelr super- 
fluous teeth drawn by electricity. The pro- 
cess is very simple, scarce any apparatus be- 
ing required beyond an ordinary two-cell 
battery with vibrator attachment. This at- 
tachmenrtis a thin strip of metal fastened at 
the ends, which is made to vibrate a thousand 
or more times a second by the electric 


current. At each vibration the _ circuit 
is cut off and renewed again tite 
effect being to give a perfectly steady flow of 
the mysterious fluid. In order to make sure 
that the flow is quite satisfactory, the operator 
tunes the machine—assisted bya little reed 
tuning-pipe—until the strip of metal sings 
„A. Now, to the ye dl are attached three 
wires, twoof them handles at the ends, and 
the third is hitched to forceps. The patient in 
the chair given «a handle to hold 
in each hand and the current is turned on 
gradually until it becomes painful. Then he is 
told to grasp the handle as strong as possible, 
the electricity—having been switched off fora 
moment—is turned on again suddenly, and 
the dental ＋ tare applies his forceps simul- 
taneously to the tooth. The instant the molar 
is touched, it, as well as the parts surround- 
ing, become electrified, and absolutely insen- 
sible to pain. When it is withdrawn from the 
socket the subject of the operation feels not 
the slightest disagreeable sensation. A jerk, 
and the toothgis out, the patient dro 
electric handles, and the painless 
over.

THE BAYTIEN REVOLUTION, 


Confirmation of the Report Denying Gen, 
Hippolyte’s Success. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

NEW YorK, June 17.—The story published 
yesterday denying the report that Hippolyte, 
the Haytien insurgent General, had captured 
Port-au-Prince was confirmed to-day by Mr. 
Johannes Haustedt, the representative of 
Hippolyte in this city. Mr. Haustedt said that 
at the time of the report of the 
capture of Port-au-Prince was received 
here via London, he knew it was un- 
true as he had kept posted as tothe move- 
ments of his chief. Besides this he said that 
Hippolyte was too cautious a man to attempt 
to take the city by storm from one side 
and that while ke knows that Hippolyte is 
with hisarmy within a few miles of Port-au- 
Prince, he has not yet made any attempt to 
take the city or any demonstration against it. 
A movement, howaver, is now on foot that 
will probably resultin either Port-au-Prince 
falling into the hands of the Northern soldiers 
or their receiving a bloody repulse. Mr. Haus- 
tedt ie anxiously awaiting the arrival of the 
steamer Saginaw with authentic news of the 
situation, as he understands that Hippolyte is 
working his troops through the country to the 
west and sout of ort-au-Prince with 
the intention of surrounding the 
city on all sides where an ap- 
proach can be made by land. Mr. Haus- 
tedt received two cablegrams yesterday, one 
from a correspondent at Porto Plata and the 
other from his partner, Mr. Jimenes, at Cape 
Haytien. Both cablegrams confirm the re- 
om that everything was quiet and said noth- 

ng of Re to n Port · au- 
Prince. r. Haustedt said, however, that he 
was in receipt of authentic information that

COAL OIL POLITIOS. 

Public office was plainly treated asa 
private snap by the “inflooence”’ that se- 
cured the defeat of the bills for putting 
the Coal Oil Inspector on a fair salary and 
requiring him to pay intothe public treas- 
ury the excees of fees amounting to about 
$10,000 a year. 

It was evident that some dirty political 
bargain or job was behind this fraud upon 
the taxpayers. If the nature of the job 
was not fully explained when the inspect- 
orship was conferred upon the Missouri 
member of the Democratic Nationa] Com- 
mittee, the true inwardness of it certainly 
stood revealed when he turned up at the 
next meeting of the committee in full 
fellowship with the coal oil crowd, voting 
to make Bick Chairman and telling the 
Eastern newspaper reporters that Mis- 
souri was wild for Gov.

BUNKER HILL AND WATERLOO. 

One hundred and fifteen years ago to- 
day was fought the battle of Bunker Hill. 
Seventy-four years ago to-morrow was 
fought the battle of Waterloo. The first 
was a great little battle; the second was a 
little great battle. Bunker Hill, though 
really a defeat for them, convinced the 
vanquished that the victors were not in- 
vincible; thereby gave them the courage 
and confidence which finally transformed 
what might have been only an unsuccess- 
ful rebellion into a revolution out of which 
the American Republic was born. 

Waterloo simply ended the career of 
NAPOLEON—nothing more. It did not re- 
store permanently the Bourbon dynasty 
in France; for only fifteen years later the 
last Bourbon monarch was driven from 
French soil into hopelessexile. It did not 
destroy the Napoleonic dynasty, for thir- 
ty-six years later NAPOLEON III. was on 
the French throne. It did not root out the 
revolutionary ideas of 1789, for these 
ideas are now having a centennial cele- 
bration under the auspices of the 
French Republic, which has already 
lasted much longer than any of its 
predecessors, and may be perpetual. 

Yet Waterloo is always classed among 
the so-called ‘‘decisive battles of the 
world,’’ which it does not deserve; while 
Bunker Hill, which was a decisive bat- 
tle, is always omitted from the list. 
Sooner or later, let us hope, historians 


will have more sense.

THE GREAT LEVELER. 

Every large body of water perched high 
up toward the head of a narrow valley 
must sooner or later become danger- 
ous to every house and creature within 
that valley, and there may be nothing 
visible to warn an engineer of the impend- 
ing cataclysm. Scattered here and there 
over this planet are dry beds of former 
lakes which have rent passways for their 
waters through mountains or dams of 
solid rock stronger than human hands 
ever constructed. 

Every engineer knows how insidious but 
how powerful a subterranean miner water 
is. Noone who learns from that simple 
machine, the hydrostatic press, how 
enormously a slight pressure on the water 
in a cylinder is multiplied in the 
larger connecting one, needs to be 
told how the adamantine walls 
of subterranean caverns are some- 
times rent by the opening of an ap- 
parently insignificant connection with 
some upper reservoir, or how springs some- 
times burst forth from rocks unsmitten 
by,the rod of Mosrs. Any lake of long 
standing may have an unseen engine 
ready to destroy the strongest dam the 
moment a freshet gives it a foot or a few 
feet more of water. 

Fill the strongest cask and a half-inch 
connecting pipe with water to the proper 
height and another cupful poured into 
the upper end of the pipe will burst the 
eask. Where time has enabled a lake to 
construct such a hydrostatio press in or 
under a dam, an-engineer’s computation 
of a dam’s strength in resistance to the 
ordinary pressure of a given body of 
water is merely a delusion and a snare, 
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Tue sugar trust claims that natural 
causes beyond its control are responsible 
for the rise in the price of sugar. Never- 
theless the statistics of sugar consumption 
demonstrate very clearly that the trust 
made a clear profit of $14,000,000 and out- 
side refineries a profit of $5,000,000 on last 
year’s output. For the first five months 
of the current year the trust’s profits 
amounted to $8,230,000 and those of inde- 
pendent refineries to $8,410,000, The 
making of such profits indicates a very 
powerful control over the price of sugar.

Flood Insurance Needed.

The terrible catastrophe in the Conemaugh 
Valley points to the expediency of organizing 
a new Class of insurance companies. If Johns- 
town and the outlying villeges bad been 
swept out of existence by fire, the losses 
would have largely been made good by Insur- 
ance, and the towns could speedily have been 
rebuilt. The losses by the flood are absolute. 
Every property-owner is ruined, and there 
are inadequate financial resources for recon- 
structing these once prosperous towns. 
Every year there are minor disasters and 
losses caused by freshets and the overflow of 
rivers; and there are many exposed towns 
where insurance against floods would be a 
wise precaution at all seasons. There is 
evidently an urgent need for anew class of 
insurance risks,

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THE WELL-KNOWN “GUS” APPEARS BE- 
FORE JUDGE CADY THIS MORNING. 


He Is Charged With Endeavoring to Entice 
Essie Davis Out of the House of the Good 
Shepherd—The Young Man Receives a 
Sound Lecture and lg Discharged—A 
Story of Sin, Suicide and Murder. 


ITY of St. Louis 
against Gus F. 
Barnes; charge, con- 
duct calculated to 
provoke a breach of 
the peace, was one 
of the entries on the 
dooket of the Police 
Court this morning. 
The charge is a ligh, 
one, but there is a 
queer story behind 
it. Barnes was ar- 
rested last night on 
Pine street near Nineteenth, and the cause 
was that he annoyed the Sisters in charge of 
the House of the Good Shepherd by flirting 
with one of the women who is there. The 
woman is Essie Davis, and for eight years she 
bas been a notorious character about 
town, once charged with being an accom- 
Pplice in a murder and for many months 
an inmate ofthe jail. Sheis the daughter of 
a Kentucky Judge who occupies a prominent 
position, both professionally and socially. 
Some weeks ago her father ‘prevailed upon 
her to leave her wayward life, and Barnes, 
and go into the House of the Good Shepherd, 
and Barnes has been trying to induce her to 
leave there. About a week ago he called at 
the institution and asked permission to see 
her, butthe Sisters of course refused him 
leave and turned him away. On Saturday 
Chief Huebler received a letter from the Sister 
Superior, complaining that Barnes, whose 
name she did not know, appeared on Pine 
steet frequently every day and endeavored to 
attract the attention of the woman and 
ENTICE HER OUT OF THE HOME. 

Capt. Joyce assigned Detectives Zeigler and 
Friese to the case and told them to arrest the 
man, whoever he might be, and bring him in. 
They watched for him and saw him several 
times, but wanted to be sure he wasthe right 
one, and last night they arrested him. Barnes 
pleaded with them not to take him to jail. 
He said that he did not know that what he was 
doing was wrong and if they would let him 
alone he would not go near there again. De- 
tective Zeigler, who arrested him, took him 
to the Four Courts ia spite of his pleading and 
he spent the night on a bench in the 
calaboose. The story that will be told about 
Barnes when his case was tried is that he 
stood on the street and waived his handker- 
chief at the Davis woman whenever he saw 
her at the window. He bowed to herand 
often carried with him a bouquet which he 
showed to her. He has been infatuated with 
her forsome time, but evidently she cared 
littie for him for she yielded to her father’s 
request and left him. 

WHAT BARNES SAYS. 

Barnes was asked this — if he would 
explain his conduct and his reply was: Oh, 
there is nothing to explain. 33 a Kiri in 
there, I know two or three of them. I often 
go up Pine street and when they see me they 
speak to me, that is all. Iam not trying to 
entice the girlaway from there. I went tosee 
her a few days ago but the Sisters would not 
let me in. I just spoke to her when I went by 
and they arrested me.’’ 

When his case was cailed Barnes pleaded 
guilty and Judge Cady said he would not pro- 
nounce sentence until court was over. Wh 
the other cases were disposed of Judge Cady 
called him up and asked if he had anything 
to say for himself, and Barnes replied that he 
knew his conduct was wrong, buthe did not 
mean any harm by it. Judge Cadygave hima 
lecture on morality and good manners and let 
him go on promise of good behavior. 

‘*‘I wouldn’t gonear that piace again for 
$100! Lwouldn’t drive — it in a buggy!“ 
said Barnes as he walk out ot the court- 
room. 

HIS APFAIR WITH AN ACTRESS. 

Barnes is almost as well known here as 
Essie Davis. He is a son of the late Dr. 
Barnes, whose office was on Easton avenue, 
just west of Garrison, where Gus, as he was 
familiarly known, grew up. He soon become 
known for his wild ways. Steady work was a 
thing he was not acquainted with, but he had 
a fondness for a theatrical life and for several 
years was an usher in the theaters and at last 
assistant treasurer of the Standard Theater. 
About two years ago he fell in love with an 
actress who played at the theaterand when 
she left he went with her. He rertuned 
to St. uls about two months 
ago and renewed acquaintance 
with the notorious Davis and 
they lived together until the woman’s father 
induced her to go into the Good Shepherd. 
Barnes said when he came back that he had 
launched out as a theatrical manager,and had 
made arrangements to put the ‘‘Nignt Off’’ 
Co. into the Music Hall for a summer season, 
but his plan did not succeed. He was then 
employed 4 the St. Louis Cable & Western 
to work up business for them during the sum- 
mer, but after a week or two he was dis- 
charged, and since then he has been doing 
nothing.

HE HAS A BROTHER, 

who quite as notorious as 
Gus, nd who figured in 
a shooting and suicide which was a sensation 
atthe time. He was intimate with a woman 
named Riley, who lived on Twenty-second 
and Morgan streets, and Mrs. Riley’s husband 
grew suspicious. He was a pilot on the river 
and on one oceasion he pretended to go away 
on one of his regular trips, but remained in 
the city. He went to his home when he 
was not expected and his suspicions were 
confirmed. Barnes made his escape, but 
Riley shot his wife four times then 
killed himself.

WHAT AMERICA LOSFS UNDER THE NEW 
SAMOAN TREATY. 


A Tariff Schedule of German Construction 
Appended te the Treaty—Samoa, How- 
ever, Practically a Free Trade Country— 
Revenue to Be Derived by Poll and Land 
Taxes— Commissioner Phelps Inter- 
viewed, 


Fv Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

WASHINGTON, D, C., June 17.—The Amer- 
ican Commissioners do not, appear to have 
won every point ju the conference at Berlin. 
By our treaty with Samoa, all cargoes of 
American vessels are exempted from either 
import or export duty at Samoan ports. But it 
will not be so under the new treaty. A tariff 
schedule is appended to the treaty by which 
Germany, England and the United States hold 
themselves to be bound. The same tariff is to 
apply to the imports from all three countries, 
and no change is to be made without the con- 
sent of the three powers, and not at all within 
the five years after date of signing. The tariff 
schedule agreed upon is understood to be of 
German construction and to be practically 
identical with the schedule proposed by the 
German Minister at the fruitless 1887 conter- 
ence held in this city. The tariff is not by any 
meansa heavy one; in fact it is so light as, 
according to German opinion, to leave Samoa 
practically a free-trade country. It is intended 
that most of the revenues for the maintenance 
of the Government in Samos are to be derived 
from a poll tax ana various taxes on land and 
property. High duties are aiso to be placed 
on firearms and intoxicating liquors. All the 
partiesto thetreaty might bave been willing 
to have refrained from embodying 
any schedule of import duties 
in the treaty and to have let 
with the Government of Samoa the fall right 
and power to levy whatever duties it chose; 
but then there would have beenſthe danger that 
each of the governments concerned would 
have tried to negotiate a separate treaty with 
Samoa and each would have endeayored to 
obtain advantage over the otherinthe mat 
ter of tariff and trade relations that would 
not have been consistent with the principle of 
equal treatment to all three treaty powers, 
the principle which has all along been kept in 
view. It has deen with reluctance that Ger- 
many hasadheredto the principle, 

BUT SHE HAS BEEN COMPELLED TO 

In the matter of the tariffand trade our 
negotiations with Samoa have followed pretty 
closely the line of our negotiations, some 
years ago, with Japan. Our first treaty with 
Japan was made in 1854; our first and only one 
with Samoa in 1878. The latter provided that 
Awerican exports should be admitted to Sa- 
moa free of duty; the former stipulated a 
schedule which was to be applied to all goods 
imported into Japan from the United States, 
Our treaty with Japan was amended in 1857, 
1858 and 1864, Shortly thereafter the interests 
of France, England and Holland began to 
clash with those of the United States and eaen 
other, and the four Governments, coming to- 

ether, entered into a joint treaty with Japan 
just as Germany, Eugland and the United 

tates are now doing with Samoa. The tariff 
schedule embodied in a joint treaty of 1866 
ia still in foree, although it ls highly 
unsatisfactory to Japan and disadvantageous 
to the United States. Among our treaties there 
is one, concluded with Japan in 1878, ratified 
and promulgated in 1879, which was intended 
to abolish entirely the joint treaty of 1866, so 
farasthe United States and Japan are con- 
cerned, bus which is to this day the deadest of 
dead letters, simply because at the last mo- 
ment, under pressure from the British, Dutch 
and French Ministers, Secretary of State 
Evarts, the negotiator of the treaty, much 
to the regret and disgust of the Jap- 
anese Minister, added a nullification 
clause to that treaty in the sha 
of an article providing that the United States 
should not take advantage of the new treaty 
until similar treaties were concéded by Japan 
to other governments interested in the trade 
ofthat country. The exact language of the 
article is: 

The present convention shall take effect 
when Japan shall have concluded such con- 
ventions or revisions of existing treaties with 
all the other ä wers holding relations 
with Japan as shall similar in effect to the 
2 — convention and such new convention 
or revision shall also go into effect. 

Probably all the treaties of Christendom 
might be searched in vain for suchan ex- 
traordipary and inexplicable piece of nullifi- . 
cation on the part ofa etary of State 
whose country would have been benefited im- 
mensely by the treatyso nullified. There was 
nothing in the joint treaty prohibiting the 
making of an independent treaty. Whateve 
our Commissioners have gained at Berlin wil 

ulre to be better husbanded, if we intend 
to keep It, than Secretary Evarts managed the 
advan which would properly have come 
. — by our independent treaty with Japan in

ITHIN twenty min- 
utes after his arrival 
at the United States 
District Court this 
morning Delegate 
Julius Lehmann was 
on trial on a charge 
under which he may 


receive a sentence of | 


five years in the pen- 
itentiary if eon 
victed. 
Twenty-five jurors 
were called. Mr. 
Wm. P. Shryock was 
the only juror 
deemed disqualified by the court. Mr.Shbryock 
had read the accounts of the investigation 
which led to the indictment of Lehmann and 
the expose of the naturalization frauds of last 
He had also followed the accounts 
of the legal proceedings on the demurrer 
through which Lehmann expected to escape 
trial. He said he feared that he would have 
some prejudice to overcome in the jury box, 
and on thie statement he was excused. 

District Attorney Reynolds completed his 
examination of the panel with a few general 
questions presented in the ordinary examina- 
tion. 

Mr. D. P. Dyer, attorney for Lehmann, then 
took up the examination. The point which 
apparentiy most seriously troubled Mr. Dyer 
was the effect of the Post-DISPATCH expose. 

Any of you who read the Post-DISPATCH 
bold up your hands, said Mr. Dyer. 

Ten of the panel raised their hands. 
Mr. Dyer then proceeded to ex- 
amine the PosT-DimsPaTcH-reading jurors 
as to what conclusions they had drawn from 
the developments concerning the Lehmann 
tase. They all stated that though they had 
followed the case in the newspapers they felt 
themselves capable of deciding the case upon 
the law and the evidence submitted to them 
regardless of what they had previously read.

wall man of stout build. He is the proprietor 
ot a steam turning shop on North Twenty- 
third street and the father of a remarkably 
talented musical family.

that section will be given employment. The 
latest adjunct, however, to the great boom is 
the recently organized beef-canning establish - 
ment situated on the site of the dressed beef 
works. This company, under the direction of 
N. Fairbanks & Co., will ship beef in almost 
every conceivable form from a pound 
to car loads. They are busily engaged 
just now in renovating the old building and 
before the week closes at least one thousand 
eattle per day will be the slaughtering capaci- 
ty. The company contemplate the erection of 
anew tin shop and refrigerating apparatus, 
which in themselves will give employment to 
a vast number of men, ut the greatest num- 
ber by far wil! find work in canning and clean- 
log departments, which it is authoritatively 
stated will furnish employment to at least five 
hundred people. These vast improvements 
are undoubtedly the outcome of that system 
of government which was inaugurated with 
the advent of the new authorities.

Coal 
can be had in abundance not seven miles from 
the city; land is cheap and surely the lordly 
Mississippi furnishes enough water to eupply 
the universe with steam. it is claimed that 
the new connecting railway, whioh will be 
operated by electricity, will connect the out- 
side ports of the eity with St. Louis so firmly 
that the center will renfain an isolated village, 
which will hardly ever be seen by residents 
who wish to buy werchandise. 

„This argument will not hold good,“ 
sO states a citizen who is considered by all as 
one who understands the city thoroughly, 
The road,“ he says, will prove of inestim- 
able value to the people, and instead of fur- 
nishing cheaper transportation to St. Louis, 
and thereby causing our ple to buy there, 
will excite a spirit of rivalry among our mer 
chants and compel them to work harder for 
the trade which l gan and should bave if 
they are worthy of it.

While at West Point he injured his leg which 
made him lame and the limb always troubied 
bim. Toa friend heonce remarked that he 
never knew what it was to be without pain. 
This, no doubt, accounted for the Irritability 
he sometimes displayed. It made enemies 
of people who did not understandjhim. Since 
the death of bis wife, life appeared to have 
little to interest him. 

Judge Fisher adjourned court in respect to 
his memory to-day, and a meeting ofthe Bar 
Association is to be held to take suitable ac- 
tion in reference to his death. The funeral 
willtake place Wednesday afternoon at 3 
o’ clock from his late residence. 

LIFE. 

Thomas Tasker Gantt was born at George- 
town, D. O., July 22, 1814 He studied at 
Georgetown College, and was later appointed 
to West Point. After two years stay there he 
was thrown from hig horse in cavalry drill and 
received an injury which compelled him to re- 
sign. He studied law in Upper Marlboro, 
Prince George County, Md., under Gov. Pratt, 
and was admitted to the bar. He came to 
St. Louis in 1830 and practised law. He was 
appointed United States District Atto. ey in 
1845 by President Polk and in 1853 became Oity 
Oounselor under Mayor How. In 1861 he be- 
came a leader in the Unconditional Union 
party. He served in the Army of the Potomac

NEwWPoRT, R. I., June 17.—Maj. W. J. Roder 
of the Fourth United States Artillery, whieh 
has recently removed from Fort Adams and 
other New England posts tothe South, madea 
very desperate attempt at suicide Saturday 
evening.

A r. LOUIS LADY WHO DISTINGUISHED 


HERSELF DURING THE WAR. 


Mrs. John T. Roberts’ Return From an In. 
formal Reunion of Members of the 
Twenty-sixth Indiana—tlow She Was 
Accidentally Enlisted While a Passenger 
on a Steamboat— A Young Girl’s 


RS. JOHN T. ROBERTS 
of 4121 Warne avenue 
has just returned from 
a visit to an informal 
gathering of some of 
the members of the 


Regiment, at which 
some touching scenes 
of the war were re- 
counted. Mrs. Roberts 
is amember of Ransom Post Woman’s Relief 
Corps and is well known in this city. Her 
husband and her four brothers were in the 
field, and one brother is still in the service at 


Fort Russell, Wyo., but none were mustered - 


outwith any better record for bravery and 
service than Mrs. Roberts herself. In Sep- 
tember, 61, she was going from 

t. Louis on the steamer Des Moines 
to Fort Donaldson to bring back a wounded 
brother. The order given the boats was 
countermanded and the troops were sent up 
the Missouri to reinforce Mulligan at Glasgow, 
Mo. Thus accidentally Mrs. Roberts, then a 
strong young girl, to whose personal beanty 
as well as bravery, many of the Twenty- 
sixth Indianians testify, was pressed into 
service. The irregularity of her enlist- 
ment was not, however, made any pretext by 
the young heroine to shirk duty. 

The boats arrived at Glasgow at 10:30 o’ clock 
one night and the forces proceeded to disem- 
bark, leaving but one company on board 
each boat for guard. In the confusion of 
landing, and before they could get into posi- 
tion the soldiers were attacked by Price’s men 
with terrible results. They were soon driven 
back tothe sandy banks of the Missouri, 
leaving many of their comrades 

DEAD OR DYING 
on the field. The surprise was a terrible one 
and the womenon the boats swooned away 
helplessly when the engagement opened. 
There was one exception. The young giri 
who found her plans so suddenly changed 
rushed down the gang-plank to the 
scene of carnage and on her 
return br = back a wounded soldier. 


She made t wy -two trips under the shower 

oh and never returned without 
wounded men. On board she uot only worked 
herself, preparing the soldiers for the sur- 
geons but organized the women into whom 
she could inspire sufficient courage to join 
her making bandages and dressing wounds 
Food ran short while the girl had nine 
wounded soldiers still in her char 
Rations were cut down until the 
sufferers were threatened. with dangers as 
serious as their wounds. The young heroine 
was, however, mindful of their wants and 
each day divided the single meal she could 
purchase, among the wounded men on board 
at Booneville. She was starving herself to 
help the nine wounded men, but a kindly 
steward, discovering the situation, in disobedi- 
ence of the captain’s orders, gave her a meal 
each day unknown to the officers of the boat. 
On the morning the young field and hospital 
nurse left the boat the soldiers on board the 
boat were called to witness 

THE DEPARTURE. 

Col. Wheatley with Lieut.-Col. Dick O’Nell 
stood upon the bow of the Des Moines and 
presented her with the finest horse in the 
company as a mark of theiresteem. She was 
off amidst the cheers of the admiring and 
grateful soldiers. 

Last September Capt. Courtland k. Whitsett 
of the Twenty-sixth Indiana learned Mrs. 
Roberts’ address in this city and telegraphed 
her that transportation awaited ber at the 
office of the Vandalia in this city to Frankfort 
Ind., and return, and asked herto come on 
unannounced. In compliance with this re- 

uest she went on, and 

uring the reunion of 
sixth at Frankfort Capt. 
astonisbed the boys by unexpectedly present- 
ing to them the heroine of Glasgow. Several 
ofthe soldiers are still living who, on thas 
awful night, were carried from the field by 
their guest. 

Since the reunion Mrs. Roberts had re- 
ceived many pressing invitations from mem- 
bers of the Twenty-sixth, now liv- 
ing in different — of the coun- 
try to make long its, but her home 
duties prevent — acceptance, though she is 
pledged to be a guest at every reuni of the 
company while she can possibly attend. The 
visit from which she has just returned was ta 
a relative, who made the occasion a pleasant 
one by inviting some of his ola soldier friends. 
Though she sbould be proud of der 
war record, Mrs. Roberta’ memory does not 
revert to those stirring times with pleasure. 
The war cost her three brothers. fourth, 
Frank J, Reader, whois well known in St. 
Louis, is now on his third enlistment, while 
her husband’s health has beeh wrecked by 
his rough experiences in the feild. Mra. Rob- 
erts is an active member of Ransom Post 
Woman's Relief Corps and a leading spirit in 
all local Grand Army undertakings.

A SERIOUS CHARGE, 


The Warrant Against Advertising Solicitor 
Stamm of the “Jewish Voice.“ 


J. P. Stamm, the advertising solicitor of the 
Jewish Joice, has been charged with forging the 
firm name of the Centennial Dental Co. to a 
contract for a display advertisement to cost 
3100.

MAYOR NOONAN WILL HAVE IT SO OR FILL 
THE STATION HOUSES. 


The Police Are to Be Instructed to Prevent 
the Use of Firearms—The Loose System 
of Permits Will Not Be in Operation— 
A Peaceful Independence Day, 


AVING reached the 17th 
day of June, how can 
the fancy help but go 
forward to the terrors 
and horrors of July 4.The 
vombarding has not yet 
begun; the Castle of 
Home seems still to be 
impregnable. In the 
seeming of things, noise 
and discomfort is out of 
doors, and the house- 
door bars their entrance. If the St. Louis ber 
has not ina year outgrown himself, or it he 
is not checked by the fear of the rod, the last 
of next week will hear the opening guns of his 
war on peace. Every year has seen 
a growth in the fire-cracker nuisance, 
the cat-rifle terror and the bomb 
horror. In the name of patriotism everything 
barbaric and Chinese in explosives and pyro- 
technics has been brought forth to the de- 
struction of nerves, good nature, fingers and 
eyes. ; 

Every year has seen this carnival of noise 
begin earlier and end later. All that the boys 
know of the Fourth, all that it means to them 
is noise. It has been their season of unre- 
straint in powder burning. That is all they 
have known of the forefathers’ struggle for 
freedom.

The list is always a long one, always terri- 
ble, and yet before the next Fourth of July 
has rolled into view it is forgotten. 

There are three sections of the Revised Or- 
dinances of St. Louis which prohibit the sub- 
etitution of 

CHINESE JOSS WORSHIP 

for the patriotic celebration of July 4. These 
sections are 765, 766 and 767 of chapter xvyi., 
pp. 728 and 729. They are in force 
all the ear around, applying not 
only to the Fourth, but to the Ist, the 2d, the 
8d and every other day in the month and the 
year. They are as follows: 

No person not being a member of the po- 
lice force, or on duty in a military e rps and 
acting under orders from the Commander 
thereof, or not being a manufacturer of fire- 
arms and trying or proving articles manu- 
factured by him, so as to not endanger or in- 
jure persons or property in the neighborhood, 
shall discharge any kind of firearms in this 
city, and then only by permission of the 
Mayor. 

No person shall in this city discharge or 
set off any rockets or other pyrotechnic exhi- 
bition without the written consent of the 
Mayor specifiying the time and place when 
and where the same may be done. 

No person shall, in this city fire or set off 
any squib, cracker or other fireworks not pre- 
viously aesignated.’’ 

The law of this matter is not very admirably 
Englished, but the intent is plain. 

The consent of the Mayor has heretofore been 
granted readily for the Fourth of July to all 
applicants. The messenger in the office has 
had a desk in an open door where he was 
easily got at, and being supplied with forms 
of permits signed by the Mayor, he would 
write in the name of an applicant 
and the business wonld be done. Boys 
of all ages were applicants and 
thousands gf permite were issued without 
any record being kept of them or the messen- 
ger who issued them being able to identify a 
aor one of the applicants at a second meet- 


ng. 
This year there will be some change, 
MAYOR NOONAN 
has decided not toissuethe permits in this 
promiscuous fashion, if, indeed, he will issue 
any permits for noise produ s. He said 
this morning: ‘‘I will issue a proclamation 
calling the attention of the people to the 
law prohibiting the discharge of firearms in 
the city limits, and Ishall also have a talk 
with Chief Huebler on the subject. We shall 
try to put a stop to the use of ns, pistols, 
cat-rifies and other firearms which not only 
annoy by their noise, but endanger the lives 
of citizens. I shall impress it upon the 
of Police that the force must 
be more vigilantthan usual on the Fourth, 
and we will put a stop to the use of firearms 
if we haveto fill the station-houses. It has 
got so now thatthe men and boys who dis- 
charge guns won't use blank cartridges, They 
use cartridges with bullets in them, fire them 
into the alr and let them come down where 
they will. We can stop that, and we 
will do ° As to fire-crackers 
I don’t think the police could do much toward 
stopping their use, for the users are so widely 
scattered. I should like to see a quiet Fourth, 
and it will be as quiet as we can make it. As
